But the fact is plain that noth- 
ing will be done until these elusive ships are under the sea or the Amer-= 
ican flag. 

The advance on Havana and the contemplated invasion of Porto Rico 
must wait on the destruction or elimination of the Cape Verde fleet as a 
factor in the war. 

It is now in contemplation to land a force to operate in conjunction 
with Garcia’s troops and move on Santiago. It is very probable that the 
Holland submarine boat will be commissioned to enter the harbor of San- 
tiago and destroy Cervera’s fleet, while Schley’s squadron guards the en- 
trance to the bay to destroy any ship that attempts to make the open sea. 

The fear is expressed to-day that Cervera is not at Santiago. It is 
realized that everything now depends on establishing his whereabouts,

CLIFF ENCIRCLED BAY OF SANTIAGO DE CUBA. 


SANTIAGO GIiTy 
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The Bay of Santiago de Cuba, where is now harbored the Cape Verde fleet of Spain under Admiral Cervera, is about six miles long and two miles wide in its 
extreme width. The entrance to the bay is 180 yards wide, but the channel through the mouth is only one-half that width. From the Morro, on the eastern point of 
the harbor's entrance, to the town in the northeastern corner of the bay the distance is six miles. Thé depth of the bay varices from five to fifty fathoms, but the 
deep water stops two miles south of the town, which is, therefore, difficult of access. But Cervera has plenty of deep water for his cruisers in Santiago de Cuba 
Bay. That body of water is provided with dozens of inlets capable of floating all the shipping of the Island of Cuba in times of commercial prosperity. The great 
steep cliffs of the Sierra Maestra separate the city from the rest of the Island of Cuba and practically cut off all communication from the interior. The town is there- 
fore isolated from the railway system,of Cuba. But if lacking in railroad, it has ample telegraphic facilities. From it radiate} submarine cables for the western de- 
partment of the island, for Mexico, Jamaica, South America, Hayti, Porto Rico and the smaller islands of the West Indies.’ The harbor looks to be impregnable

His Object, He Says, Was Simply to Locate the Spanish Fleet, If in the Harbor 
and Not to Reduce the City. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The following bulletin was posted at the Navy Department to-day: 

The following is a copy of a rcport made by Rear Admiral Sampson concerning the netion of 
Ran Juan de Puerto Rico: : 

Upon approaching San Juan it was seen that none of the Spanish vessels were in the'harbor. 
It was therefore considerably in doubt whether they had reached San Juan and again departed for 
some unknown destination or whether they had not arrived. 

As their capture was the object of the expedition, and as it was essential that they should 
not pass to the westward, I determined to attack the batteries defending the port in order to develop 
their positions and strength, and then, without waiting to reduce the city or subject it to the regu: 
lar bombardment, which would require due notice, turned westward. 

T commenced the attack as soon as it was good daylight. This lasted about three hours, when 
the signal was made to discontinue the firing, and the squadron stood to the northeast until ont of 
sight of San Juan, when the course was laid to the westward, with the view of communicating with 
the department at Port Plata, and learn if the department had obtained information as to the move-

Fort Taylor was fired upon early this morning by three unknown men, whom he says he knows to

be Spaniards. The fire was promptly returned, but the men escaped. 
The affair, which is involved in a good deal of mystery, began yesterday afternooon when three 


swarthy men made an attempt to enter the gate of the reservation, but were summarily turned off 
by the sentry. No further attention was given to the incident until last night, when between 10 and 

11 o'clock the sergeant of the artillery guard, near the mortar battery, discerned the figures of three 
men a few yards ahead of him. Almost simultaneously with the discovery, they opened fire upon 
him with pistols. Three bullets whizzed harmlessly past the sergeant, but a fourth lodged in the 
fleshy part of his left arm above the elbow. The three men turned and fled out of range, The sergeant 
sent several shots after them and then went for the guard. 

A sharp lookout was kept for the strangers, and soon after midnight a suspicious noise was 
heard outside the gate, near which the mortar battery is located. An investigation resulted in the 
discovery of a carriage in the street just outside the gate. The sergeant gave orders to fire a volley 
into the vehicle. A moment later, it appears, three men were seen running up the street, and the fire 
of the soldiers was directed upon them,. but the suspects escaped apparently unharmed. 

The sergeant declares that on the occasion of the last visit of the strangers one of the latter 
carfied suspicious looking packages about three feet long. 

The sergeant, who was the principal in the adventure with the three strangers, is Charles W. 
Richards, Battery B, 1st Artillery. 

Sergt. Richards told the Associated Press correspondent the story of the affair. Hesaid that 
at 10 o’clock yesterday morning three men, who looked like Spaniards, attempted to enter the gate at 
the reservation, but were turned away.

Richards aimed his rifle at the man and ordered “Hands up!” but with- 
out an instant’s hesitation the stranger blazed away with a revolver which he apparently had drawn 
and ready. Two shots flew past tbe soldier, and he dropped to his knees as a third bullet ploughed 
through the flesh of his left arm, above the elbow. 

After the three shots the mysterious assailant of the sergeant turned and fled at top speed 
toward the road, Richards firing One shot after the fugitive and missing him. He saw the man leap 
into a carriage just outside the gate, in which were seated two other men, and the trio drove furiously

The fatal shot was fired into the old 
man’s brain about 9 o’clock. Three hours 
prior to that time Policeman Stewart of the 
Mounted District saw the septuagenarian 
sitting in the park near the deer lodge. He 
spoke casually to the policeman, but said 
nothing to indicate that he contemplated 
suicide. 

The old gentleman left home shortly after 


moon Thureday, telling this aged sister that 
he was going for a long walk and would 
probably not be back before evening. He 
seemed in particularly cheerful spirits and 
gave not the slightest intimation that he 
contemplated suicide. 

When he failed to return by 8 o'clock Mrs, 
Glover expressed much solicitude concern- 
ing her brother’s whereabouts. 
Jady’s fears were quieted upon receiving as- , 
surance from her daughter that Luminius 
had visited some friend and had probably 
decided to remain over night. 

When Mrs. Keon read of the mysterious 
guicide in the morning papers, giving Mr. 
Buckner's name, she was dumbfounded, al- 


hough unwilling to believe that it was her 
mem Further inquiry confirmed the fact, 

The note left by Mr. Buckner might be 
construed to indicate that he had been 
harshly treated by his relatives, but care- 
ful investigation showed this to be wholly 
unfounded. Neighbors and friends who had 
known Buckner for many years say he 
was always treated with marked considera- 
tion by his family, who are prostrated 
over his untimely death. 

“We all loved uncle,” said Mrs, Kern, 
“and his awful ending is a great blow to 
us. No, I don’t know of any reason he 
could have had for taking his life. He was 
always feeble and frequently complained of 

oor health. - Although at times he may 

ve been despondent he never on any oc- 
ecasion spoke of suicide.” 

The children on Gamble street will regret 
the death of Luminius Buckner, He loved 
the young folks, and frequently joined them 
in their childish eports. hy | always re- 
ferred to him as ‘“‘Grandpa” Buckner, and 
would gather about him on a summer e6ven- 
ing and listen with rapt interest to fairy 
stories and Indian tales, that forever de- 
light and amuse children.

Dr. Taussig, foreseeing long ago that the 


time must come when St. Louls would de- 
mand and receive her due in this matter 
of the delivery of freight, arranged for an 
immediate increase of the capacity of the 
Terminal Association, whenever an increase 
became necessary. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter who called 
upon him at his home for an interview, Dr. 
Taussig made the following statement in 
answer to a question concérning the abil- 
ity of the Terminal Association to handle 
all freight billed to St. Louis direct, ‘should 
the arbitrary be absorbed: 

“If an absorption means a making of the 
rate to St. Louls and East St. Louis the 
same, then, of course, every consignee will 
have his freight routed to St. Louis: proper, 
and will require it to be delivered here. In 
that case each one of the Eastern lines 
would or ought to have a receiving and de- 
livery freighthouse on this side of the 
river, and in the yards of the Terminal 
Railroad Association or in those of the 
Merchants’ Bridge. 

“I have during my administration had 
this plan continuously In view and there 
are now on file in the office of the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association elaborate plans 
for half a dozen warehouses, with recelv- 
ing, delivery anf connecting tracks, which 
have been submitted by me to the board of 
Terminal Railroad Association, together 
with the plans of the present Union Sta- 
tion, and which can be availed of, and un- 
doubtedly will be, by the present manage- 
ment whenever the necessity arises. 

“For the present the Terminal Railroad 
Association has sufficient capacity for the 
handling of alf thé local business that may 
be tendered to it, and no intelligent rail- 
road man will base hie grounds for oppos- 
ing the recognition of St. Louis as the re- 
ceiving and shipping center of the Missis- 
sipp! Valley, instead of East 6t. Louis, on 
the Insufficiency of St. Louis terminals.

Why the ist Regiment Escaped Anni- 
hilation in the Wreck. 

William H. Kemp of this city has re- 
ceived a letter from Tom McCormick of 
Company I, Ist Regiment Missouri Volun- 
teers, now with the camp at Chickamauga. 


McCormick is widely known here as a cy- 
clist and goal keeper for the cycling club. 
He writes: ‘“‘Providence did a little for us 
yesterday. About 9 o’clock In the morning 
we experienced a railroad wreck, one that 
came near resulting in the loss of maybe 
hundreds of lives. 

‘When our train arrived at Chattanooga 
we stayed there over night, and instead 
of the engine coupling on in front it was 
coupled on back of the baggage car.

yut I had made a good bluff that worked 
well and so I was with my company, five 
cars from there, at the time.

TO-MORROW. 


Saturday the Brooklyn Handicap will 
focus the attention of the race-going world. 

The Brooklyn! ‘What hopes will rise to- 
morrow morning in the breasts of thousands 
only to be crushed before the sun sinks to 
rest in the western horizon. 

Take Ornament for example. Think of 
the thousands throughout the land who are 
banking that the showy but bad-tempered 
son oBimp. Order will add the Brooklyn coon 
skin to the-pelts already nailed up on-his 
barn door. 

Ornament is first choice at 2 to 1 for the 
big race, and if he is half the horse Char.ie 
Paterson, his developer, believes him to be, 
he should win tae Brooklyn inaromp. Has 
he weight to carry? On, yes, 127 pounds or 
so. But what is that to a real race horse. 
Hamburg, once the cynosure of the turf, 
but now a beaten champion has carried 
eight pounds more than Ornament’s im- 
post and won over a route which was just 
as trying to a 2-year-oid as the mile and a 
quarter Brooklyn is to a 4-year-old. But 
will Ornament win. That is the question. 

F. S. Goodwin the senior member of tie 

firm of turf commissioners and compilers of 
the guide book, who wae a visitor at the 
Fair Ground’s track yesterday, chatting 
over the prospects of the horses, had this 
to say about the probable outcome of the 
big handicap: 
“I do not think Ornament will win. His 
work this year has not been of a charac- 
ter to make one believe he can give the 
weight required to such good class horses 
as Don de Oro and imp. Royal Stag. Don 
de Oro, with 113 pounds, appears to me to 
be the pick of the handicap. He ran some 
‘excellent races last fall and: classes right 
up with the best handicap horses of the 
country. Royal Stag is quite likely to be 
the contending horse to-mforrow. He is roy- 
ally bred .and has shown an aptitude to 
carry weight, go fast and stay the dis- 
tance. Royal Stag, with 110 pounds, is 
leniently treated, and I am firmly of the 
opinion that both he and Don de Oro will 
finish in front of Ornament.”’ 

Fred Foster who won the Brooklyn with 
‘Dr. Rice, thinks the same that Mr. Good- 
win does. “Ornament’s solitary success at 
the Memphis meeting,”’ said he, ‘“‘was to my 
mind of less account than his defeat by 
Salvable. Ornament to successfully carry 
his weight would have to be a more than 
average 4-vyear-old. I believe he is a good 
colt, but scarcely class enough to carry the 
topweight and capture the Brooklyn.”
